SSTV from the International Space Station 

After a long absence, satellite enthusiasts can again attempt to receive SSTV images from 
the International Space Station until Wednesday of this week. Transmissions are on 
145.800MHz during active passes. This is a test to verify the performance of replacement 
SSTV equipment onboard the space station. Due to the testing, activity is not guaranteed, 


and SSTV may not be active during all passes. For Irish-based operators, the satellite passes 
occur during the night and early morning this week. 


Upcoming UKEICC 80m Contest 

The next UKIECC 80m contest of the 2023-2024 season will be on Wednesday Ist 
November 2023 at 8 p.m. on SSB. The bonus station EI5G will be operated by Marty 
EI2JAB. The second bonus station GW5GEI, will be operated by Stew GWOETF. This is a 
one-hour contest, and the scoring is distance-based. No RST should be sent but instead the 
exchange is your six-character grid locator.
